his Rumi now put to their ſhifts, ans not hearing what was 


become of the Duke, determined to try the courteſie of other 
Countrves, ſince thev found ſo little ſafety in their owne, But 
amoꝛous Brigetta. that longed after the firff cuſtomer, per⸗ 
ſuaded hemr toronaert his courſe vnto Rome, whereto he eaſtin 
condiſcended. As they were thus on their way, the Duke du 
Maine, deſpairum in his auckward pꝛocerdings, and quite con- 
founded in his loꝛloꝛne cheualry, wꝛote lamentable letters to 
bis holmeſſe, by one Mounsier Belowe afrenche man, wher- 
in he paſſionately repoted his ill foꝛtune, and diſmall diſcomft- 
ture, curſumg the ſtarres that did boade him luch bitter miſhap, 
and the day that gane hight to that iuckelefſe daſgrace. Theſe 
letters came to the Pope in the iniddeſt of this truunphes and 
honoꝛs done to Frier D ounet, that now bas in good hope to 
bee Cardinall . at he came ſhoꝛt of his longing, foꝛʒ when 
bis beatitude beheld this baleſull tſconrſe , and with thꝛobbing 
heart had peruſed thoſe pitiful! contents, he called me his mef- 
ſenger in queſtion, who with trembling told hun, that whatſo- 
cert he hadrepaztedp2oceeded from one Frier lrancis, that 
had thus infozned him, and that he knewe of nothing but by 
hun. By this time was the (aide Francis with his mme
